and attended with ſuch locagrend NCIES,.AS 
ic of very little We, and of {no Dependance ar gl 
to Us, 

Bur (2dly) Were he Cats quite otherwiſe; 
were there any 'Order of. Men bo pris in all 
other Reſpects, that, they Could ſu 
chat weſhould ever be likely to Want, ar 


their Inclinations towards us. ſo- Fixt and hnmutah/ 
chat we might depend upon them 5p Om pn 
never forſake us, but be at — times ready to:Crant, 
us whatſocyer we ſhould ask of them :\.Yet Rill 
their Lifeis ſo Uncertain, and, atthe beſt, ſo Short ; 
that it would bea very vain ching for us,: after all, 
to ſet up our Ao and Confidence upon them.

Ir is an extraordinary Character which che Hol y 
Spirit gives to ſome Perſons, Pſal. Ixxxii.'6. I have 
fſatd that ye are Gods, and that ye are all the Children 
of the mo Þ High And yer what follows immedi- 
ately -_ it'? A Sad, bur Certain Truch : Ne- 
vertheleſs ze ſhall Die ltke Men. This is the Con- 
duſion of all; The Common End of the Great- 
eſt, as well as of the Meaneſt, Perſons. Here they 
may ſcem to be a Sort of Gads upon Earth : May 
diſpenſe the Fortunes of Men as they pleaſe ; Ser 

up, whom they will ſet up ; and Pull down, 
__ they will ull down. They may be Ho- 
ur'd too as ay = by Thoſe who Src: no Re- 
gion above their Intereſts ; nor think any Divi- 
nity more worthy of their Regard, than Thoſe who 
have it intheir.power to promote them to Riches, 
and Honour, and Authority. 

Bur Death obſerves none of theſe Formalities. 
When chat ſtrikes, the Crowned Head falls as 
ſurely before it, as He who had not where to lay 
his Head, ill the Grave afforded hima place for it. 
All the difference i is, that as ſuch Perſons are ex- 
| [poſed co more Dangers, and ſubject to Greater 
lazards, than lefler Men ; ſoare their Lives more

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| bleed with ; nor can it reaſonably be expected 


ftand in need of Aſſiſtance. Whoſe Breath is not

It; F:rft, We-conſider Her with reſpect co her 
Power and Dignity ; She was Queen of a. Mighty and

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Renowned People : Endued with the Higheſt 
Authority that a Crown could give her; and in 
that with the largeſt Capacity that any Creature 
could pretend to, of Dong Good. Her Opportu- 
nities were Many, and her Advantages very Great 
for ſuch a Purpoſe. Much was expected from 
Her ; and we muſt, with Graticude, Acknow- 


| ledge, that much ſhe did Do. 


- For indeed, 2/y; Her Wi! was not at all [ eſs,nay 
1-may vencure to ſay, it was much Greater than her 
Power. Nor did ſhe value any thing ſo much in che 
Eminence of that Station to which it had pleaſed 
God to raiſe her amongſt us ; as that it put her 
in a Condition of extending che Exerciſe of her - 
Vertues a great deal farther, than ic had been poſ- 
{ible for her to have done- in a Leſſer Fortune. 
Never was - there Any 1n fo High a Plac 
more free and cafie of Acceſs, even to the moſt 
Ordinary Perſons : More Defirous to Oblige all,or 
that better knew how to Do it.. Infomuch that I 
believe it has ſeldom been known that Aay ever 
Applied to Her, but what have gone away Eaſie 


- and Contented from Her : And either obtained 


what they wanted, or not known how to Com- 


. plain, if they have not. 


The truth is, She was a Perſon in whom Na- 


' tureand Grace ſeem to have concurr'd, to make up 
One great Maſter-piece of Excellency and Perfe-

. upon the Mind of Him who receiv 
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Her Natural Diſpoſition was Free and Generous ; 
Open and Sincere. She had a Sweetneſs of Tem- 
per, finiſh'd and heightned wich a large mixrure 
of Chriſtian Charity and Compaſſon. : Such as 
never loved to ſee any in Miſery, -Otherwiſethan 
as it gave her an Opportunity thereby of Doing 
ſomewhat for them co make them Ealje. 

Thus was ſhe fitted to Do Good : And a fin- 
gular Dexterity She had in the Doing of it. She 
knew What was fit to be done for Every One ; 
and After what Mamer ; and 4t what Time. And 
feldorg did She Vouchſafe a Favour to Any, bur 
the very Way that ſhe beſtow'd it in, doubled 
the Obligation ; and made a deeper Impreſſion 


d it, than the 
Benefit it ſelf did. 
In ſhort ; So Great was her Comprehenſion ;

of whatever came before her ; That God 
to have fitted herSouf to her Place and Charater - 
And to have given her a Capacity as far beyond 
that of Other Common Perſons, as ſhe was in 
Rank and Dignity above Them. 

Such good reaſon had we, upon All theſe ac- 


counts, to expect ſome more than. Ordinary Blef- 


tings under her Government ; and to put a greater 
Traft snd Confidence in her, than was almoſt fit 
to be placed tm any Creature. And the more to. 


MI—-N 
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encourage us ſo to do, it had pleaſed God co all 
his Other Endowments, to Add fuch a Vigour 
of Body, and Firmneſs of Conſtitution, - as feem'd 
co Equal the Vivacity of her Mind ; And pro- 
miſed us almoſt an Age of Happineſs yer to come, 
under the Influence of ' her Conduct. 
. And now, when ſo many Circumſtances con- 
curr'd to encourage our Relyance upon Her ; 
who could Blame us for being willing to flatter 
Our Selves, that ſuch a Queen was certainly raiſed 
up by God to do ſome extraordinary Good for 
that Church and Kingdom to which He had given 
Her ? Burt alas ! a Sad Experience has ſhewn us 
that we ought not to have put our Truſt even in 
Such a Perſon. And if Such a Perſon may nor 
be rely'd upon, We may then fafely conclude, 
char We muſt look beyond chis World for our 
Support : And not -place our Confidence on any 
but that Ged who alone, both Can Do All things 
for us ; arid will continve, for ever, to Helpand- 
Defend Us. | 
Which therefore brings me to the Orher Poinc 
I propoſed to Teak to; 
\. Secondly, That he who will place his Truft 
upon ſure Foundation, mult place it upon 
God; who alone is Mble to Succour us in {ft 
our Bxigencies, and will {ways continue in 
a Capacity fo to Do.

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And 1ſt. That God is Able to Succour us in 411 
our Exigencies ; 1s evident from hence, that he 
is Able to do whatſoever he pleaſes both in Heaven 
and Earth. * That he has no Equal, much leſs 
any Superiour Power, to Controul his Will ; 
and to hinder him from bringing Whatſoever 
he purpoſes, to the End -wlich he Deſigns. 
* That as he 1s the firſt Being, and Author of 
all Ochers; So was there Nothipg before him 
co: Confine, or Limit his Perfeftions. He Re- 
ceived not his Power from Any ; Nor has he 
therefore any Reſtraint upon it but what proceeds 
from himſelf, and is ſubject to his Qwn WU. 

Man, as he was Created by God, ſo was he 
Iimited coo by him in his State and Condition, 
co a certain Degree of PerfeCtion, beyond which 
he cannot Go, nor Raiſe up himſelf above it. 
And therefore, whatſcever Power he has, is con- 
fined within thoſe Bounds which the Divine 


. Wiſdom has chought fit to ſer to it : Nor can 


he Go, the leaſt Tittle, beyond what God has 
rmitted him to Do. | | | 
But God himſelf is Free and without Con- 
{traine.. With him nothing is impoſſible, but 
what 1s Sinful ; And that is not an Inſtance of 


. true Power, but of Impotency and Infirmity. 


So that if we would then Truſt in Man, we 
muſt do it with thoſe ReſtriEtions which his Na- 
> we 
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rure requires us to-hmic qu Truſt withal : And 
depend upon Him as One whoſe Power may fat; 
Whoſe Mind may Change ; nay, whole very Life 
may be taken from him. p 

But wich God we ſhall need none of theſe Re- 
ſerves. He is Abſolutely Able, in Every thing, to 
Helpand Succour us: And in all ſuch Caſes where- 
i117 is fitting for Him to Do it, He will help us, if 
we do but duly apply our ſelves ro Him, and depend 
upon Him. And when ſuch is the Advantage of 
God, in this Reſpect, above Any of his Creatures ; 
much more above Man, the Loweſt of all che Ra- 
tional Kind. in, Power and Digaity : Well-may 
the Pſalmiſt pronounce him Bleſſed, whoſe Wit: 
dom. and Piety - have taught . him to-fix his 
Truſt there, where Nothing can hinder «from 
being. Beneficial ro- Him, but his own Neg- 
lecting to ſeek for Help as he ought to Do. 

I fay nothing now. of the many Other {Argu- 
ments that might be offered to Encourage us-in 
this Truſt, and ro ſhew the Happineſs.of that Man 
who has placed his. Hope upon it.. Such.are, 
* The infinite W:iſdem of God, in judging what is 
Beſt for Us, and after: what Manner 1c will be 
moſt for our Intereſt to be Helped by him. * His 
infinite Knowledge, for the Diſcovery of our Wants, 
oftentimes long before We Qur ſelves are ſenſible 


of them. * His. Power to: Relieve. Us, not only 
in 
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* 1h 411 our Exigencies, which I have before Ob- 


ſerved; bur co Do it in Moment, 'at che very Mi- 
zute that it will be moſt Seaſonable for Us to have 
it done. And, not to mention any more; * His 
Ability to Prevent Evils from Coming upon us, no 
leſs than to Free us from them, or to Support us un- 
der Them, when they have Overtakefi Us. And 
inall which the Wiſdom and Power of Man can 
either Do Nothing at all, or Nothing Compara- 
ble to what Gad is able ro Do. 

But-One Conſideration more there is, which 
nexher che expreſs Words of my Text, nor the Oc- 
cal1on of the preſence Diſcourſe, will permit me to 
pals by : And that is, 2d/y. That God is not only 
thus ble, as I have ſhewn, to Help us in 4/{our 
Needs ; but will continue for Ever in a Capacity to 


ſave and defend Us. For God is Eternal in his 


Duration, as well as Infinite in his Power ; and 
as He never had a Beginning of Being, ſo nei- 
ther can He Ever Come to an End of it. 

Now how far this ſets him up above all 
Earthly Benefattors, I have alread wn. you ; 
and the mighty Loſs, we have juſt now ſuſtain'd, 
does but roo plainly Declare. 

When One of our Earthly Benefaftors Dies, not 
only all his Good Dyſpofitions towards us periſh 
together with Him, but all his Power too of put- 
ting them jn Exccution, from that inſtant, ge” 

n 


-. usin thatExhortation of the Evangelical Propher, 


at Grays-Ian, &c. 
And we'from thenceforth become as: Deſtitute 
and-Forlorne, asif we had never had any ſuch 
Friend or Patron, to rely upon. In ſuch a Truſt 
therefore .there is no certainty : Nothing on 
which to build any laſting Hope: any wiſe and 
comfortable expeRarion. 

But God endureth for ever, and therefore his Pt. ix 7. ci 
Help can never fail us. He will be our. God unto pf, wii 
Death ; nay, and even after-it too, will ſave and '+ 
' deliver Us. The Grave it ſelf, which puts an 
end to all things elſe, cannot take us out of his 
hand, nox depfive us of his Prote&tion. But in 
that melancholy Place and State, tho' we know 
bur little elſe of what relates toit ; yet this we | 
_ are ſure of, that our Souls continue under his 
Care : And that, after a certain Period of time, 
our very Bodies themſelves ſhall again be reſto» 
red to us; and ſo we ſhall be for ever with the 
L ORD. 

And thus I haveſhewn you, What the Advans : Thec is. 15; 
tages of that God are, above all'Other Supporters, 
in whom our Text exhorts us to put our Truft ; 
and pronounces Him Happy who has taken Care 
ſorodo. And when ſuch are his Advantages 
above any of his Creatures, in this reſpect, as 
well asin All Others ; What reſolution can we 
better take up, than that which is pointed out to 


ai. 
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Iſai, '26. 4. Truft ye in the LORD for e- 
ver; for in the LORD Jebovob is ging 
Firength. 

And this may ſuffice for the two Points I propo- 
ſed ro ſpeak to ; I ſhall only draw a few plain 
Conſequences from what has been ſaid, and focon- 
clude this Diſcourſe. And, 

Firſt, Since ſuch 1s the Vanity of putting. our 
Truſt in any Humane Help ; let us reſolve to 
take off our Hearts from all ſuch Dependencies : 
And not build our Hope on ſuch a Foundarion, as 
we are ſure in a little time will fail us, and we 


' cannot cell how ſoon it may do fo. 


 Idonotdeny, but that as God orders the AF. 
fairs of Mankind by the Miniſtry of Second C aufes 
ſo we may, without incurring any juſt Centure 
for ir, look to them as the Inſtruments which he 
makes uſe of -in his Diſpenſations towards us. 
Nay,we may put ſome kind of Truſt too in them : 

Provided that it goes no farther than the Nature 
of ſuch Cauſes admits of ; and that we ſtill take 


| careto look beyondthem, to that Gad who em- 


ploys them to our Intereſt and Advantage. But 
yet, when all is done, our laſt and higheſt De« 
pendance muſt be placed upon God only: ;_ who 
ag Able, and will always be ſo, in all our 
Exigencies to, Help. and Deliver Us. 
It-eannart bedoybted. burthat We of this Country, 


and 
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and eſpecially We of this Church, have indeed res 
ceived as great a loſs, as could well have hap- 
pen'd to us, in the unexpected Death of our late 
Royal Sovereign. : 
A Princeſs ſhe was, ſuch as this ' Nation never 
before had, nor was it now worthy of her. To 
draw her C haracter, and ſet her out to you wich 
all the Advantage chat her real Worth deſerves, 
3s a Task coo difficult for me to preſume to ar- 
tempt: Though chis ſecurity I ſhould have in the 
doing of ir, that let me ſay what I could, no 
one would accuſe me of Flattery in it; a Viceever 
odious, and I think no where more fo than in 
the Pulpic. - For howſoever 'tis impoſſible to 
ſpeak of Her, and notay Great things ; yet ve» 
ry hard it is to ſpeak, but a ſmall part, of what 
all muſt allow might juſtly be reported of Her. 
Lerir ſuffice, at preſent, to ſay; That if a Queen 
ſo Vertuous, char her very Example was enough 
ro convert a Libercine, and to reform an Age :

Expettations were at the higheſt from Her, .be a 
loſs above the power of Words to expreſs ; then 
ſuch is our loſs: The greatneſs of which 
we are fo far from being able ſufficiently ro de- 
clare, that perhaps we cannot yer make 2 juſt 
Eſtimate of it. : | 

Bur yet, were we not hereby too much con- 
vinced, how: little we ought to depend upon 
ſuch kind of Helps; I might preſume to ſay, to 
the Glory of God, and to our own. Comforr, 
that we had ſtill enough of theſe remaining, to 
ſuppreſs all diſorderly Fears, and undue Repi- 
nings at that which we have loſt. | 

God has, tis true, removed our Queen from 
us : But He ſtill continues bis Sacred Majeſty to 
us, notwithſtanding all the Dangers to which He 
has been expoſed. He has deprived us of the 
Benefit of Her Conduct : But He has left us Him, 
under whom She berſelf grew-'up in that Wiſdom 
and Courage, we ſo much admired in Her. 

 Andeven beyond this, we have the Proſpect 

of a yet farther Succeſſion to fill the Throne ; and 
ro ſupport the.

Bur yer 
when all is done, tis from: the Bleſſing of God 
in preſerving cheſe-Perlons to us, and proſpering 
their Endeavours, that we muſt look for (afery : 
And God, even without any ſuch Helps, could, 
if he pleaſed, ſecure and prote&.us. But, 

Secondly, As theſe Conſiderations ſhould move

- It-were aneaſie Matter, for me to WY" El the 
rk of this Remark in a multitude of Inſtances; 
from whence it may appear; that God: has in all 
Ages chen eſpecially exerted his Power in the des 
livery of his Servants, when their Enemies have 
thought themſelves the moſt ſecure of their De- 
Arudtion. Bur I ſhall contenc my ſelf wich-a few 
Examples ; tho* ſuch as I am perſuaded, may a- 
bundancly ſuffice toſhew, How falſe a Concluſion 
Men make, when they preſume- to determine ; 
That becauſe God deprives any People of the preſent, 
viſible Means of Deliverance, thetefore he defigns 
to give them #p to Deſtruftion. 

When Haman projected the Univerſa} Excirpa- 
tion of the whole People of the Jews; and was 
come ſo near to an Accompliſhmear of it, thar

rather than ſubmit ro ſb abominable- a Profana- 
tion of that Holy Place.

thereunco. I: ſhall ſuffice co fay, thar his Army

reduced toſs wretched'an. Eſtate,that we accoun- 
ted them to-have been diſperſed beyond all Hope: 
of any furure Reſtiturion- Their own Prince , 


ſupported! 
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ſupported with the Power, and led on by the 
Example and Encouragement of a mighty 
Neighbouring Monarch, had reſolved upon their 
ruine. Sorrow and Diſtreſs encompalsd them 
onevery fide, and from whom to expett a deli- 
verance they * could not tell. And yet, lo! 
theſe very Churches are again already reſtored to 
their ancient Splendor: And to encreaſethe Won- 
der, are now Prote&ed by that very Power that 
before Deſtroyed Them. 

Bur what need Þ lead you into foreign Countries 
for Inſtances toſhew, that God is nor confined, in his 
Workings, co Humane Appearances ; Bur olten- 
times is then the moſt ready to fuppore his Ser- 
vants,: when all other Helps the moſt fail Them. 
Our Own Conntry, and our Own Church, ever ſince E 
the Reformatiom ; has been more or leſs a Conti- | 
nued Evidence of the trurh of this Remark. | 

How melancholy was the Proſpe& which our 
Forefathers had, ar the untimely Death of thar 
moſt excellent Prince, King Edward the Sixth ? | |
